Relation of Mental, Physical 
and Social Activities To 
Success. 



Proicssor Borton spoke before the 
assetbbled men stijdcnts at the regular 
l'4tf.C.A. meeting, Sunday morning, 
and used as his subject, "Student Ob- 
jectives." Using the various i'h:\."e?i nf 
college life a basis of what a stu 
dent might obtain both as to general 
and specific educallvn, he enlarged 
upon each in an Interesting manner. 

Th'- primary things which concern 
not only the individual siudcnt himself 
and,h:s collegp chums, as well as those 
over him who have charge of his edu- 
cational welfare, are his own Inten- 
tions, Hrof. Barton said. Knowing 
theae, one could make many allowances 
for Jl flcirncles, providing these inten- 
tion!; wero of the right sort. What a 
man is, should -not entirely influence 
people at>out him, hut rather shoulA 
they utudy.his plans for Improving hie 
conditions.. 

Thu speaker emphoaissed the diffi- 
culty college heads arc having t«.d&y 
In outlining a . onrriculum which - will 
bo suitable for a great many men who 
do not find the pre.«ent courses prac- 
tical enough. Perhaps people ore In- 
clined to tokè the narrow view of the 
beneriis ot college education and forgei 
about the brooder and more liberal 
subjects offered, and their necessity to 
making of one's career. At present

The tWwt ohjeeth'e which a student 
should ha\'e in tnlnd. the speaker >.iifi, 
was tiiat of the social intereets. One <f 
the most valuable aaseta of a man's 
social life is potse. It is a well-known 
fact that this poise la acquired only 
through constant social intercourse, 
ït Is denotcil *>y the dignity, hearing 
and free manner one may carry when 
in the presence of another. Men who 
are good judges ^-ery often site up a 
person by his behaviouB while standing 
t>efore them, even before they have 
spoken. There are too many oppor- j 
tunitles ai>out college which are often 
times neglected. The privilege (jf dis- 
cussion, ot meeting and studying 
People, of general culture' ot observa- 
tion, and 'speaking. During no period 
of a man's life are his opportunities so 
grent, rrof. Barton stated, a.-» during! 
his college dayjt, for the opporiunlties j 
of broadening and de>*eIoping along i 
those lines. He complimented the col- j 
lege on the high standard of courtesy! 
practlked here, and said that he had j 
word from many sources that Mac- j 
donald ranked very high in this re- ' 
speet. These details count for a great 
deal in social life toward a successful 
caresr. ' 

The speaker emphasised the Import- 
ance of thoroughness In all hlH work. 
Man is. as a rule, careless. His excuse 
is that there Is a lack of time in which 
to properly engage In any certain de- 
tail. Under this objective, he mentioned 
clear speaking a« being an index to 
clear thinking. That a man who can- 
not c:enrly think cannot hope to put 
his thoughts into logical and clear 
speeph and interest an audience has 
been often .-proved true. The speaker 
then quoted en excerpt from Emerson 
which well illustrated liis point. 

The last two objectives to receive 
considération were the allied ones— 
self-assurance and self-reliance and 
loyalty: Prof. Barton said that the 
real self-assured man was cock-sure 
to a great extent, and that that even 
was not so detrimental if he used It 
wisely,! \ roan who Is not afraid to 
speak "up to" another Is usually a man 
who possesses this element. Solf- 
rcllaoce is closely connected to it, and 
care ought to be exercised in keeping 
them properly related, as an over- 
supply Qif one may be detrimental 'to 
the other.. The speaker, repeatedly 
quoted from Emerson's Essay oh B«lt- 
rtelluuoe to Illustrate what Importance 
these factors bear to the whole, 
loyal to one's' parents, ftiends, class 
Loyalty, said he, consisted In being 
and college, as It applied to the stu- 
dents. This ibolng one ot the greatest 
ol! virtues to any persoa .who ha* any 
real aim in life. This question of 
loyalty involved that criticism of which 
thé speaker' said usually too much was 
found about modem colleges. A great 
many tlmèa' when one felt that criti- 
cism was In order, It might have been 
bitter to have searched oneself to! 
locate thetroubl*. The apeaker then ! 
tpid of - how he recollected, ^v. Hoard 
once saying in a speech that "it takVs 
hraias to suggest, but only a moiatb to 
criticise." , .. 

.^l^^Barton closed his' address by 
reco.mmendlng that the students read 
Bacon's Essay on Suspicion, which 
contains many thoughts *to the point, 
and by quoting the followltig excerpt 
from a well-known writer: "The 
father of Success Is Work; the mother 
of Suédeiui Is Ambition; the oldest son 
is Conunoii .Sense. Some of the other 
boj's are, Perseverance, ' Honesty, 
Thoroughness, Kqreslght, Enthusiasm 
and Co-oporation. The eldest daiighfei* 
^ Is Chnracter. Some of her sUters arc, ' 
1 Cheerfulness, Loyalt)-. Courtesy, Care, ! 
; Economy; Sincerity and Harmony. The 
'. batoy is Opportunity. Oet aoquainted 
with the 'old maa" and you will be able 
to geî. along pretty well with the whole 
family."
